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Claim Rejections -35 USC S 112 

Claims 1-9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. In claim 1, line 1, "easily" and also line 1 of claims 2-9, "easy", the terms are 
structurally nondescriptive as should be deleted. In claim 1, lines 4-7, the phrase "i.e. the tube 
joint being connected to a plurality of tubes in different directions; each connecting direction 
being embedded with a respective connecting seat to be bucked with the inner wall and the 
buckling ring." is indefinite as the scope of the claims limitations is in doubt due to the use of the 
term "i.e.". Further in those same lines it is unclear how a "connecting direction" can be 
"embedded" with a "connecting seat", rather it appears that the tube joint is the element that is 
provided with the "connecting seat". In claim 1, line 6, it is unclear what is meant by the term 
"bucked". In claim 1, line 12, "reduced arranged" is grammatically confusing. In claim 3, line 2, 
"(pronounced as "ai")" should be deleted. In claim 6, it appears incorrect to claim that each 
"connecting seat has a through hole" since in fact it is the "tube body" that has the "through 
hole" since the "seat" is merely a surface of the "tube body". In claim 7, line 2, "the tops" lacks 
proper antecedent basis. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-9 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection under 
35 U.S.C. §112.
